For their forbearance to concorporate with parochial Congrepa- 
tions; It is no commendation to them, that they retule to be hearers 
in-ſuch Afſemblies where the Word of God is purely preached. It is 
no lin to hear the Word in a mixt Congregation. Chriſt himſelf 

reached moſt frequently tro unconverted Multitudes, nor had his 
Diſciples learned from him to forbear ro concorporate with them. as 
far as came to the hearing of the Word among them. He ſent forth 
his Apoſtles with Committion to preach the Goſpel to all Nations, 
to every Creature, and therefore it was the dutic of every Creature, 
the worit of ſinners as well as the belt of Chriſtians, where ever they 
cameto hear chem. 1t would rather have ben matter of ſinne and 
ſhame, then praiſe for any Companion of the Apoſtle Pa#/, when le 
preached on AZzys hill in Athens, to have denied to hear him preach 
there, becauſe his Auditors were Epicureans and Stoicks, ard all ſave 
Pant; Aﬀociats, Idolaters, 

But this is made uſe of ynely for advantige, by reaſon of that 
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Oadinm that he knowes lies upon parochial Conſtitutions. The whole 
Nation almoſt knowes that mot of the Congregations in Lancaſhire 
arereduced to a narrower compaſle then that of parochial. And we 
are aſſured, that James 2(.ay/er, one of their Leaders, deſerted a ga- 
thered Congregation in 7 crkeſhire, whereof he was, and had conti- 
nuecd a good while a Member. | 

And however they deny any benefit received by the publique Mi- 
niſtery, yet we believe what ever reliques of ſound knowledge are in 
any of them, they owe them to it ; and for what imaginary know- 
ledge, or unſound Principles they have learned otherwile from 
their new Teachers, curſed had our condition been if we had given 
theſe ſtones in ſtead of bread; ſuch poyſonous deadly Scorpions, in 
ſtead of fiſhes. 

We muſt confeſle the :4j97 part were never ſavingly wrought up- 
on by the Goſpel whereof we have the Miniftratzton. It was our 
oreat Maſters caſe. His combats in the time of his Miniſtery on earth 
were but few. A#s 1,15. The Apoſtles caſe ſometimes, when they 
preached the vlad ridings of ſalvation by feſus Chriſt to crowds of 
people, /ceme one or two onely believed their report, and rejoyced in it. 
An1though it be our caſe, yer it is our complaint to the Lord con- 
tinually. 

And { as ſome godly perſons have out of their own experience, as 
far as they could diſcern, profeſſed) the greateſt part, the generality 
of thele of this way in e/tmerland, are of that Number, viz. Such 
as have had no ſaving work of God upon their Spirits by the Mini- 
{tery cof his Word : but ſuch as have been ignorant of or erred 
from the Truth, and whoſe Religion conſiſted in the praiſe of Opi- 
nion,and floatings of their own fancies, and who have been carried 
with great zeal and heat of ſpirit, through all forms of Religion, ( as 
fome call them. ) In ſo much that ſcarce a knowing Chriſtian-among 
us, bur could have eaſily pointed at thoſe, whom theſeFoxes were like 
to deceive before they came, and whoſe ſpirits would be ready to 
ſtrike in with any principle might ſubvert che Truth of the Goſpel. 
In the mean time the ſeals of the Miniſtery of thoſe that have been 
faithfull ro Chriſt in their tewardſhip, ſuch Chriſtians as have lookt 
in themſelves ſtand ſtill, and are rooted faſter then to be removed to 
another Goſpel by the blaſts of fuch deluſions as have their deſcent 
Written in their foreheads, 
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In the Title Page, he compares the peaceable Petitioning of ſome 
Miniſters in Lancaſhire to the Councel ot State, to Sans errand of 
Damalcus, and a little after ſaith their Petition breaths out threat- 
nings and Naughters againſt a peaceable and godly people, by him 
nicknamed Quakers. 

In the ſecond and third Epiſtles alſo, the Author hath divers inſi- 
nuations of charges :gainkt ſome Gentlemen and Miniſters in Lay- 
caS:re, as that they make none but the Lords Diſciples the objec of 
tae irindignation. That they never did proclaim war againſt crunk. 
ards, (wearers, common blaiphemers, enemies to the Lord and his 
people. That their high-fown contending ſpirits are gone beyond 
{lender wreltlings, and they ſcorn to encounter with any below the 
degree of a Saint. Other wickedneſles he point blanck layes to your 
charge, as that thole ſons of Levi, as h: laith they call themlelyes, 
pretend a jr Divizum to perſecution. That th y troubled the Coun- 
cel of State with abonunable miſreprefentations of honelt, pious 
peaceable men. That the Quakers have been more faithful to the 
tereſt of the godly people in this Nation, then any of the contri- 
vers ot the Petition, That they exalt themſclves abo.e all chat are 
called Gods People in theſe parts.

| \Voncer much at the Spirits of theſe men, and what eyes they ſee 

withall. They would make the world beleive, they cag cſpy the 
Spirit of $47, while he was unconverted, in the b eats of others, 
comminations and pertecution, blood and {laughter,whete they can 
ſee noting but Chriſtian Modeſty,and the words of Truth and Sobrt- 
ety. Surcly bivod and i[aughter are the Objects of their Meditation 
by day, and tlic ir dreams in the night are dre:1ms of cruel. y. Other- 
wile the humble, innocent, ſober Petitions of Chriſtians jealous for 
the Glory 0: God, and the welfare of hi: Church, and ſtuctous to 
prevent the cnemy trom making luch havock of Souls, as lie hatch 
doue of lite in ſome parts, would notſo preſently puc them in mind 
of chem, 

And where he ſ:itl in this your Petition, they troubled the Coun» 
cell of State with abominable miſrepreſentations, &c. It is it ſe.f an 
abominable uatruth; and I do verily beleive that Zpiſto/er Con- 
ſcienc* tel; him ſo.

The Apottle deſcribing the 
men that ſhill mike the laſt times perillous, faith among other Chara- 
ters of them, they ſhall be falſe accuſers, fierce diſpiſers of thoſe that 
are good. I] do not wiſh my greateſt enemy ſo much hurt as that he 
ſhould be one of them. - 

But thoſe in Authoritie know they might not give ear to the Calum- 
nies of every Anonymus, P/a/. 101, 5 7. whe fo privily ſlandereth hzs 
aesrhbear (faith David) him will I cat off. He that worketh deceit , ſhall nit 
avelinmy Houſe. He that telleth lies, ſhall not tarry in my fight : And 
that it was Fam/s fin and ſhame to hearken to the calumnies of Doeg, 
ag111it thoſe that miniltred ar the Altar to the Lord.

The next part of this P.ap-/cr which J ſhall give ſome anſwer to, 
conſifts of a talſe and ſcandalous Relation, wherein AN :y/er, or ſome 
friend of his for him foolkſhly complains of Perſecution, and malici- 
ouſly abutes and belies divers Minitters in 1ef{mer/and as his periecy- 
rors, who I 'am confident never uſed any unchrijtian language to him, 
and were never guiltie of the leaſt incivilitie in Action towards him, 
notwithſtanding his outcry of perſecution by them. Now becauſe [ 
intend ro ſay ſomething by way of reply to this Relation, as alſo to 
their fal{Narrative of the proceedings of the Juſtices at App/eby againk 
fames Nayler, Jan. 8. 1652. 1 think it will not be amiſle, firſt co ex- 
poſe the Va4hers own Relations verbatim, to the view of my Reader, 
as they are contained in Sarls errand to Dam 1, 
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Divers particulars of the Perſecutions of James Nayler, by 
the Prieſts of Weſtmerlend. 


Ames being at a meeting at Faward Briggs houſe on the firft day, 

where many people met -he was defired by divers friends to meet the 

day following at Widow Cecks houſe, about a mile from Kendal, 
whereof the Prieſts having notice, raiſed the Town of Ken{a/ againſt 
him; but beirfg long in gathering together, the meeting was done ; but 
pies being out npon the Steeple top, and other places. notice was £i- 
ven what way 7ames paſſed from thence: and coming down towards 
K ing2/,two Prieſts being accompanied with a Juſtice of Peace,and ſome 
other Magiſtrates of the T own, with an exceeding great mujticude of 
peop.c rolowing them, met him ſaying, Nay/er, 1 have a {r0e from 
tie C ra ft 144 # hriſt Io thee R but that there 5 CT A COnTu #1e:t pit of T'o 
which Jame: anſwered, T le Lord Ielrus Ci riſt rs ne re/pefter of places, Tie 
melſlage that he had to declare was this ; 7 c: njare thee that thou tell me, 
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by what power them inflifteſt ſuch puniſhment upon the bodzes of creatures: 
James anſwered, Doſt thou remember Who it was that did adjure Chrift ts 
tell if he Were the Sewn of God, and acked by what axthoritie he did thoſe 
things 7 for James ſaw himto be one of that Generation. But the 
Pricit ſtill conjuring him to tell by what power he didit ; James anſwer- 
cd, Deſt thus acknowleage it to be doxe by a power ?* Tea( ſaich he) { have 
the Spirit of God, and thereby 1 know it s done by a power. James (aid, If 
thew have the Spirit of God, as thou ſayeſt thow haſt, then thou canſt tel 
by what power it us done. T he Prieſt ſaid, r1/hen God comes, he comes to tore 
ment the ſouls and not the bodies. James laid, He comes to redeem the ſouls. 

But after much jangling, the Prieſt began to accule him before the 
Juſtice and Magiſtrates ot many things; As, that he taught people to bur 
their Bibles, Children to diſobey their Parents, Wives their Huabands, 
People to diſobey the Magiſtrates c[uch like accuſations: TO which James 
anſwered, T how art a falſe accuſer: prove one of theſe things if tho canſt, 
here, before the Magiſtrates. But not being able to prove any one, he 
began to accuſe 7ames for holding out a light that doth convince of ſin, 
which, ſaith the Prieſt, a/l have nor. To which Fames ſaid, Put out one m 
all this great multitude, that dare ſay he hath it not. Saith the Pricſ, 
T heſe are all Chriſtians ; but if a T urk or Indiau were here, he Would deny 
it. James ſaid, T how goeſt far for a proef:but if a Turk were herehe would 
witneſſe againſt thee. 

The people beginning co fight,the Prieſt curned away, ſaying. Here 
will be a diſturbanee. Said James, Theſe are thy Chriſtians, and this is the 
fruints of thy Miniftery. But the Juſtice with ſome others, did endea- 
vour to keep the rude people off him, ſo that they could not come to 
their purpoſe there : But he being to paſſe over the bridge,and through 
the town,they that were of the Prieſts party ran before, ſwearing they 
would throw him off the bridge into the water ; but coming ttuther, 
and ſeeing their purpoſe, he was encouraged in his God, who gave him 
aſſurance of proteRion, and did wondertully keep him, and thofe that 
were with him:for when he came unto the bridge, the word of the Lord 
came unto him, and he was made to.cry out againſt their rage, and the 
power of the | ord was with him, ſo that he received no harm, though 
he was made to ſpeak all along, «nd in the Market-place, and till he 
came out of the town. But the raging Prieſts continued ſhovting, cry- 

ing and throwing {tones at him, a quarte: of a mile out of the town : 
Pur ſuc!) was the power of the Lord, t' at neithe: he, nor any with him 
received any h rm. The work was wonderfull, and we were broug'.t 
much to adaure it and praiſe the Lord, who is bleſſed for ever aud _ 
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Another time 7mes being deſired of many Chriſtian Friends to be 
at a ;neeting at 7707, there to wait upon the Lord for what he would 
make known to h s people, did accordingly; and many friends an | bre. 
thr-n accompanied him ; bur the Prietts having intel gence ſome dayes 
before, five of them were gathered together, and many people trom 
all quarters. A friend in the town defired ame. to come to his houſe; 
and being come into his houſe, a meſſage was ſent from the Prieſts deft» 
ring him to come into the field, under pretence of a miore convenient 
place for the gre:t multit»de. To which 7. anſwered, lt rs my deſire 
that all may be edifica:and coming into the field. the Prieſts came with a 
sreat multitude, and asked him by what authority he came thither, and 
had gat..ered ſo miny people together to break the peace ; and tempt- 
ing him. {a1d, wilt than be bownd that none here ſhall br, ak the Peace ? 
To which James aniwered, Ve come not hither to create offences , but 
if any break the Lavo, let him ſuffer by the Law : for he perceived they 
intended violence, as it appeared afterward. 

Burt ſeeing they could not prevail in that, ano: her of them defired 
him to go into the Church, as hecall:d it, tempting him, ſaying, The 
people may all ſit and hear berter : But James perceiving their deceit ſaid, 
eAll plac s were alike to him, he would abixe in the field. \Whereupon 
they pull-d out »n Ordin»nce of Parliament, forbidding any to ſpeak, 
but ſuch as were authorized co ſpeak either in Church or Chappel, or 
any publixe place ; and bad him ſpeak -t his perill, as he would anſwer 
the contempt ofit. To which he anſwered, ſaying. T hrs z5 not a publike 
place. No * ſaid one of tie Prieſts, /s not this a publick place, the Towne 
field ? and charged the Conſtabie ot the town to do lus office; - nd ex- 
amined his authority : James antwerec, Theſe that are [ent tos declare the 
things of God, have nit tnerr authoretie [rom 24. But they bd him prove 
that. He ſaid, Paxl receined not his ( ommiſſion from man, ner hy man. 
To which one of them aniwered, 7 hat was his Grifet ; but they would 
prove tht Paul 'haa a call from man to preach ; and for that end he 
nam «that placein Atts 13.2, where the Holy Gholt ſaid, Separate me 
Barnavas aulSanl: ind the A" jl les laid their hand; AAPM TPOM ; which 
ſa'd one of them, nas the /, Y4-'7 ON of hanas of the Presbyrery .

Likewiſe they had gathered up all reports, true or falſ,of things done 
by many that the Priſoners had not 'ſeen the, faces of, nor ever knew ; 
thinking thereby to make them odious to the people. They .alſo brought 
two Prieſts out of Lancaſhire, to {wear things that another man had 
ſpoken in the preſence of foure Juſtices of the Peace, and for which the 
man had been tried and cleared : And theſe they brought, thinking to 
ad affiiftions to the Priſoners bonds.But he is kept in great peace and joy, 
having not any comfort from man, but from God, who hath appeared 
to him in this condition, and hath given him aſſarance of his love, in 
whom he reſts. To whom be praiſe, honour and glory , for ever. Amen.

What ever {cornthey intend to [cape upon 
us by that word, we do not own it, nor ever did asa Title p:oper t9 
the Office of che Miniſters ofche New Teſtament, or to their perſons, 
furcher chen as they are Chriſts Diſciples, who hath made all whom he 
hath loved and waſhed trom their (innes with his blood, Kings and 
Prieſts to Goa his Father, Rev. 1.5. 6. And inthis ſenſe,i/ them!elves 
do bur once become Peſts, they will become companions of Devils 
for ever. 

And for Perſecution, th. Lord forbid that we ſhould be perſecutors, 
as they renger us to the world to be, while our {clies are deſipned 42S 
the ObjeRs of ic by (ome, if their power anſwered theirwi!'s : and do 
already ſuffer the perſecution of theTongue in as high a de, ree as ever 
6id Miniſters of Chriſt in any Age, The Lord forbid that we ſhould 
lift up our hand or open our mouth againſt che leaſt of Saints, We 
know what reward our Saviour hath promiſed to him that ſhall give 
to drink unto one Of his little ones a cup of cold water inthe name of 
a Diſciple, TMatth. 10. wit. and on the other hand what ſeverity of 
judgement he hath threatned to thoſe that do offend them, CAlarth, 
18,6. We do not therefore pretend a jus Divinam to periecution, 2s 
one ( I heartily believe, moſt fallly and maliciouſly accuſes the M nis 
ſters of Laxcaſvrreto do: but do from our ſouls rather wiſh to be ({uf- 
ferers of it our felves, then defiled with the leaſt tincture of the guilt 
of that red (in of perſecuting others, 

Ifto be ſtedfaſt in the profeſſion of the Truth, to warn and charge 
thoſe that are committed co our charge, who we hope ſhall be our 
crown and joy inthe day of the Lord, to take heed of leCucers : if to 
labour to keep then from being robd of che (4lvation of their ſouls, if 
£0 ſatishe che delire of ſome of our peopie whom we heard continual- 
ly wiſhing that we would have ſome conference with thee men, if to 
contend for the Faith againſt chole nien that are the open ecermies of 
ic, and to petition for their liberties when they are confined ; If this be 
peiſecution, then we muſt confeſs our ſelves perſecutors, and de- 
terving blame for ic: but if theſe aRings do not ſ2vour 0: a ſpirit of 
perſecution, we can then challenge che whole World to prove us 
guilrie, : 

And tor Vaylers lufferings, which the unfaicliful Relztor calls per- 
ſecutions, he knows, or might as well as we, that, that little reſtraint 
onely which he ſuffered as an cvildoer, was by the Occer of rhe Ju»

ſtices ; and we know that we did not ſo much as defire his ſufferings in 
the leaſt, and that we ſought and delired nothing, but the pre.ervari« 
on of Religion and Peace among us, and thac tholte Authours and Fo- 
mentours of the diſturbances of ch's poore Countie, m4 ht recurn ro 
their habitacions and callings,and there according to the Apultics rule 
ſtudy to be quier, and do their own buſineſſle, And muſt we upon this 
account ſtand charged with Perſecution? But the Loru the r1ghrteous 
Judge, chough we ſhould alrogether hold our peace, will one day 
plead for us againſt thoſe that have hated us without a cauſe, and are 
our enemies, becauſe they ſee us triends to Truth and Peace, The 


Lord lay not this ſin to their charge. 


eA Reply to that part of the Relation which concerns Idafter Coales 
diſcourſe with Nailer near Kendall. 


He relator inSzulr Errand to Damaſcus faith, That James Nayley, 
meeting at a houſe near Kendal, the Priefts inthe Town having 
notice, raiſed the Town of Xendall againſt him, bur being long in ga- 
thering,the meeting was done. Bat ſpies being ſet on the ſteeple and 
other places, notice was given, which way James paſt from thence : 
and comirg downe towaris Kendall, two Prieſts with a Juſtice, &c: 
and an exceeding great mulcicude of people following them, mer 
him, &+c. 

'Tis true Mr. Coale met Vailey at the time mentioned near Kendal, 
and there w15 no other Miniſter with him then : Maſter 7 #rzer the 
Schoolmaſter came to them about a quarter of an houre after, Put 
that they raiſed rhe Town is a notorious falſhood, That they ſet ſpies 
on the Steeple, is falſe again. Thar they ler ſpiesin other places,is an» 
other nntruth. That any gave notice which way Nayler went, is an- 
other, That chey met him with a great mulcicude is a fixr hie in the 
Narrative already. How eaſily 15 chat cauſe diſcovered, that hath a 
liein ics right hand, and faiſhond for its Foundation, 

Mr. Coale was earneſtly prefled by forme that feared the Lord in 
K endall, and whole ſpirits were tronbled to {ce the diforders of theſe 
men to take the oportunity to go up to widdow ( ocks to ſpeak with 
Nayler being a Ring-leader of that way, which at laſt he was, though 
unwill ng'v, verſwaded unto, All that accompanied him, was but Mr. 
A.and 6 more, nor was any more near, ti] meeting with divers of 
that party coming towards them, they were informed the meeting 


was done. Yet lighting ſo patly on Nailer himſelf ( for he was with 
the 
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the multitude that came from the meeting ) he thought ir receſſary 
(though aot very convenient there) to have a little diſcourſe with 
him. Upon occaſton of which ſtay ſo near the Town, the pcople, as is 
uſual in caſes of Novelty, in an hourestime or leſs were flocke 2bour 
him in great multitudes : but a great part of them was Naylers com- 
pany, that came before him and with him, and followed him from 
their meeting. 

We ſhould admire to find ſuch grofs lies ag1inſt men, did we not 
ſee their lies againſt che Lord more ſhameleſs and more impudent. 
And we wiſh Nay/er, or whoſoever elſe relates ſuch things, to tremble 
before the preſence of the Lord,that will ſhut out every lyer from his 
Kingdome, and to falſe things will give ſharp arrows of the Mighty, 
with coals of Juniper. But no marvel ſuch lyes may ſteal forth in preſs, 
where they may hope to meet with ſo much credulity from ſome as 
may make them currant, when T homa: Willen, that lives in Town, one 
of that fe, had the impudence to tell Mr. Archery, that the bell was 
rung to give notice of NVay/ers coming. It neceſit:y require, theſe flan- 
ders may be proved to be {uch by hundreds of Evidences. ; 

The Particulars of that conference M.Cole had with him were theſe: 
Mr. Coale told him, the Lord had put it upon his ſpirit, and he bada 
meſſage from the Lord to deliver to him. His beſt anſwer was this.

of Chenannah. 2 Cron. 15. that ſaid to Micaiah, Which way Went the 
Spirit of the Lord from me, to ſpeak to thee? but this he wholly paſſeth 

over. Mr, (valethen demanded of him, by w hat power he did exer- 
ciſe ſuch Tyranny over the bodies of ſuch poore creatures, viz. in 
their gaaking fitr. To which he anſwered much to the fame phrpoſe 
his Relation hath it, Mr. Coate ſtill preſſed him with it, Nayler laid, 
Doſt thou acknowledge it tc be (done by a Power * To which Mr, Coale 
anſwered not one word, which he forgeth as anſwered to that ; But 
ſad, T7es, 1 do wel kaow whoſe coming '! after the power of Satan, with al 
ſirncs and lying wonders, &c. This was allthe account he could get of 
N ayer, concerning theſe horrible pangs the bodies of men, women 
and children are taken with at the time of their ſpeaking. Mr. Coale

Amongſt other things propoſed to convirce him, ofthis, this wes 
one, That the conftant Operation of this Onaking in all, was immed:- 
gtely to fill their ſouls with 4 crowd of all damuable and deftrafttive do- 
fAlrines, and an abſolute turning away from Chriit inall his Wayes, 
ard T ruths, and Ordinances. Amongſt others he inſtanced in what he 
ſpecities in his Relation, ro which Nayler anſwered, as is there ex- 
preſſed ; and asked him turther, ifeverhe heard him aver any of thoſe 
things, M Coale told him he never ſaw his face before, and ſo could not 
hear them from himſelf, but he knew them to be the Principles of his 
follower-, He ſaid, what was that to him. And whereas the Relator 
ſaith, Mr, (ale was not able to prove any one particular, is known 
to the contrary. For ſo the Lord ordered it, that co put to lilence the 
fooliſhneſs of evil men, among Maylers followers preſent, was one 
S$trickland,with whom, and one Thomſon, Mr. { oale had had private 
diſcourſe before, who plainly denied ro bim the uſe of Teaching, of 
B:bles, the duty of children to their Parents, and of any man to a Ms- 
giſtrate, and that in the preſence of many more defides himſelf, When 
Nayler called tor proof, Mr. Coale took Strickland by the hand, and 
preſented him to ayer 25 one of his followers, and one that held 
thoſe principles, and had told him he received thoſe DoArines from 
N ayler, Nayler again ſaid, what was that to him ; but cou!d not be 
Sor eitherto a confeſſion, or denial of thoſe wicked Principles. 

Mr. Coale proceeded turther to charge him with what he knew to 
be a Principle with thema!l, and which Nay/er bad fo publickly pro- 
feſſed rhat hethought he durſt not ceny it, and that was this.

Now the Relator to aice yet tin ty (in, ſaith he charged 
him for holding out a Light ro convince of fin which all have nor. 
Alas poor hearts, if they could perſ[wade the world chat a man of ſuch 
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known Learning and Abilities as Mr. Coale is,had no knowledge ; and 
though ic be true that the Genciles have their 1oy tyrant w Ta; 


——_ Hiais quTay, Rom. 2. 25, What will thu advantage their canſe? 


Think they he was ignorant, T hat all Nations and K indvreds have ſome 
ſparkgling of Light and K nowledg, ſome twilight treamings of Un« 
derſtapding, the Candle of the Lord within them ? But what is this to a 
Light (uthcient ro fave them? Can the Owning vfthole implanted 
natural Pcinciples bring us to know Jeſus Chriſt and his Goſpel, which 
is a Doctrine of pure Revelation, and which the world could never 
bave known by all its wiſedome, had not God by his Son, and by his 
Servants the Prophets and Apoſtles revealed it from Heaven unto us ? 

And whereas they would perſwade the world, that what rude be- 
haviour was after, was by the Prieſts party, ſcornfully ſocalled : Had 
the Relator any ſpark of ingenuity left in. him, he knows Mr. Coals 
unwillingneſs to diſcourſin that place,as fearing ſome tumult;and that 
thoſe that came with Mr, Coale to ſpeak with A\ax/er, did guard him

eA Reply to that part of Nailers Relation, which concerns Maſter Fo= 
thergils, and my ew" diſcourſe with him at Orton, 


E ſaith, many Chriſtian friends did defice his coming to Orton. 
H Who thoſe were, or whether deſirous of his coming or no, I did 
not inquire,ſfince we know t00 well that ſuch gueſts as he, may be had 
upon very eaſie terms. He is indeed for any way but home, or where 
he hopes to find entertainment, and then the feat is to pretend that 
either by voyce or revelation, or at leaſt by the intreaty of their Bre- 
thren they were called thither, And it is probable upon this laſt ſcore, 
Nayler came to Orton. Fox was heard to ſay a few dayes before, he 
thought God would give him a Call to ſpeak at Orton ſhortly. But 
thicther came A a/er in ſteed of Fox, and with him a great company of 
all ſorts and both ſexes ; where true it is, that ſome Miniſters were,buc 
that any multitude or number of people was drawn together by their 
procurement, is utterly falſe. As for his temptations by the Miniſters, 
and'their Intentions of violence againſt him, and the appearance 
thereof afterwards, his paper when he writ it would have anſwered 
him with a bluſh, if ic had beencapable of ſhame. 

The Relation which Nayler, or ſome for him makes of the confe« 
rence bezwixt our ſelves and him that day, is very confuled, imperfe&t 
and falſe, Briefly and truly thus it was ; Mr. Fethergill, Miniſter of 
Orton, wiſhed the Conſtable ro do his Office ſo far, as to azk Nailer by 
what Authority, and to what end he had drawn together that mul- 
titude. Nayler replyed, the end of his coming thither,was to declare 
what God had revealed in him. 

If ſo, ſaid Mr. Forhergsll, that thou comeſt to taſtruR the people, it 
is a go0d-work, it ſo be thou haſt a lawful calling ſoco doe.

neither, which I rather believe. To which ayers reply was, that di- 
ſtin&ons were fromthe ſeed of the Serpent. Yea, ſaid M. Fothergi/, 
what ſaiſt chou then to that diſtinRion, 1. Jobs 5.16. There « @ finne 
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unto death, and 4 finne not urto acath. I (pake of thy diſtinion, ſaid 
Nayler, though indeed be ;pzke ot diſtinRions gene cally. But leaving 
this diſcourle, Nayler ath-ming that there was no ocher kird of call to 
the Miniſtery/ but iuch as the Apoſtles had M. Fothergill proceeded 
ro five ſome inſtinces of extraordinary Calls in the Prophets and A709- 
ſt'es : and of ordinary calls, as 1n the (ucceſſive Miniſters of the New 
ſeſtiment by Impolicion of hanls, And laſtly, of both inthe exam- 
ple of Pan/, 0: whoſe immediate and extraordinary call we reade, 
Atti,9 eAnd of bis mediate ard ords:arie call, by impoſition of hands, 
MTS. 3: Againſt this iN ay ler (pike many wo:ds to little purpole, 
out of Gal. 1. And when he 12ith, he could have no anſwer though he 
asked 3. times whether rhe imp+/ition of hands, «AFR 13.2: were Panls 
calling to the Miniſterie, 115 untrue. For he was aniwered'then, that 
it was his ordinary or mediate cal co theMiniſtery among the Gentites, 
and 2 confirmation of that extraordinary cal,which he had before. Nur 
ſaid Mr. Fothe: gil, as though that extraordinary call had not bin of its 
ſelf {ufficient, bur that the Churches conſent and approbation deing 
hereby ſignified, he might be rhe more welcome to, and the better re- 
ceived of the Gentiles, to whom he was fent. Nor doe we judge 


amiſle, if we think that the Lord herety would alſo fignifie, what man» | 


ner of calling to the Miniſtery he intended to continue inthe Church 
cO after aBes. 

That other Miniſter, that the Relator contemptuouſly cal, Prieſt, 
was my felt. 1 told him then, that fſecing he denyed the Office , and 
teaching ofall the Miniſters in E»g/and withour exception, and did 
pretend, char him'elf, rogerher with his fellow ſpeakers, were the one- 
ly true Miniſteis and Meſſengers of Chiift, that we detired to know 
his Faith, and to hear from him if we might, the ſumme of that Do- 
Arine of the Goſpel which he came to preach, Irtold him further,that 
our ſelves and the Countrey in general did look upon him, and his fel 
low ſpeakers as ſeducers, iuch as preached another Goſpel,and another 
Telus then we had preached : and chat therefore for the clearing of 
himſelr, andthe ſatisfzRion of the Countery and our (elves there pre- 
ſent, it was but meer thar he ſhould give us then, deſiring it ſor e ace 
connt ot his fuith., And todo that I told him, I hoped he woula net 
be unwilling, fſecing the Apoſtle Peter exhorts all Chriſtians to be 
ready tO give a rca{on of the hop: that is in thery, to every one that 
aSketh, | 

Ts this he replied nothing, but ſtood as one that had nought to ſay. 
{then asked che people there preſent, u they did not generally dehire 
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to hear ſomething from him, touching his F-ith in ſome of the main 
principles of Religion. To which many, of (hem faid it was their defire. 

Whereupon I intreated Nayler ro ar{w*r pjainly to a few queſti- 


ons which 1 delired ro propound r6 him. 
The tiſt Q icſtion I propounced was whether he believcd the Holy 


Scripture to be the very Woid « f Goo, | 
To this he aniwered, theie was no word bur Chriſt, which he would 


have proved out of fobu 1, t, In the beginning was the Word, 


EF. 
Itold him we did not deny Jeſus Chriſt ro be the Word, but Cid be- 
lieve bim to be the Eſſential Word of his Father. 1 further told him 


| (according to that diſtinction of the Word.into Verbum Dems, & Ver- 


bam Dei | That the Word was twofold, The Word, that is God, which 
s 7eſus Criſt, and the 0rd of God, which u the Holy Scripture. Then 
alcering che former queſtion a little; I asked him whether he did be- 
lieve the Holy Scriprure co be the written Word of God. 

To which, after many words to no pnrpoſe, being prefſed to anſwer 
politively, he (aid. It 1s got the Word'of God, there is no written 
Word. 

Tie next queſtion, I asked him was, Whether he that ſpeaks or 
tea-hes chat which is Girealy contrary to the DuArine of the Holy 
Sctipture, is to be lovkt vpon as orie ſpeaking from the immediate in- 
ſpiration of the Spirit, though ke pretend to Co fo. 

Tothis he replied. The Word and the Spirit ave one: 

What faid I,do you nnderſtind by che Ford, whenyon ſay the Word 
and the Spirit are one He ſaid, by the Word, he meant Chri?.1rold him 
we did believe Chriſt and the Holy Spirit to be one God, and that if 
thac was the matter of h:s anſwer, That Chriſt and che Holy Spiric are 
one, it was impertinent to my queſtion, 

I then put the caſe touching my elf thus, JfT ( ſaid I) fhould pre- 
tend co pre «ch from the inumediate aſſiſtance of the Spirit, and preach 
that which is repugnant to the Holy Scriprure, whether would your 
{elt believe thar rhe Spirit of God ipake by me vor no ? 

To this he aniwered as before, I lay ( (aith he ) The Spirit and the 
Word are one. : 

Ituld him, he did not anſwer like a rational man, and preſſing him 
toanſ{wer plainly, and not {o cloudily and darkiy as he did indeavonr 
to do: that thoſe were Auditors could not 1inderſtznd what he mear*, 
divers of hiz. followers that were there pretenc, ſaid alcogether almot 


the devil ſpoke in me, the Serpent ſpoke ia ine. 
I told 
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I told them that was » pure Language that became x Quaker better 
then a Chriſtian. 

His Diſciples there preſent deſired he ſhould propound ſome que- 
ſtion ro my ſelf. Itold them upon that condition he would anſwer 
me plainly ro (ome queſtions I further defired ro put to him 
I would anſwer him to any Queſtion of his as Plainely as [ 
cculd, 

He then asked me how I could prove my ſelf to be a Miniſter of Je- 

ſus Chriſt. 
Nayler I cold him that4 had beencalled and ordained to the work of the 
ſaith,torhis Miniſtery, by the laying on of the hands of the Presbytery, and that 
Lueſtion, theLord had been pleaſed mercifully to furniſh me with ſome(though 
\ becould get yery mean ) abilities for the diſcharge of that work, and that it had 
No 41/0. been my endeavour to preach the Golpel lincerely, and that I cefired, 
and as farre as the Lord aſſiſted, laboured to walke 2s became that 
DoRtrine. 

He told me I did not live as became a Miniſter of Chr. 

] asked him wherein h- could accuſe me. 

He ſaid I preached for wire, and ſuffered my (elf to be called Maſter; 
contrary to the command of Chriſt. 

To the firſt I replied, that for the terms hire, or wages,they were 
uſed in Scripture, that our Saviour ſpeaking of thoſe that labour in 
the Goſpel, faith, The workewan ws worthy of his bire : And that the 
Apoſtle ſcrupled not to ſay he received wages. Accordingly I told 
him I tooke hire, or received wages for Preaching of the Goſpell, 
But did not preach for ir, did not make chat the end of my Mi- 
niſtery. | 

And for being called Maſter, 1 told him that I was not ambitious 
of that Title. That my name was T. H. and that ic would pleaſe me 
very well tobe called by £ 12t name. 1 8aid further, when our Saviour 
faith, Adatth. 23.and 10. Be not ye called Maſters ; he doth nor 
ſimply forbid them to be {o called no more, then in the foregoing 
verſe he forbids children to call an earthly Parent Father : but chat he 
there forbids ſuch proud and ambitious affeRation of Titles of reſpeR 
as waS in the Scribes and Phariſees. 

Away, Away, faith Nay/er with your Expoſitions of Scripture. The 
Scripture is not to be expounded, and God will adde to ſuch as Ex- 
pound them, al! the plagues written in thac Book.

The next queſtion I 2sked hirn was not as herſaith, Whether Chrift 
Was aſcended into Heaven as Man, ( that was in another place about 
5-dayes after) which yet ſome of their ſpeakers have denied and ar- 
gued againſt : ) but whether he did believe 7e/ws Chriſt to be trne God 
and true Man allo in one Perſon, And firſt (aid I, whether doſt thou 
believe Je/n:s Chriſt to be true God ? 

The queſtion 1 asked, becauſe I bad heard that ſome of them had 
affirmed that Chriſt was no more then another man. ; 

In ſteed of replying to this queſtion, he ſtood like a man aſtoniſhe, 


and ſaid nothing at all. 
I defired himto anſwer, telling him he need not be affraid or aſha- 


med toconfeſſe Chriſt before men : and that if he ſhould deſire my 


ſelf to tell him my Faith concerning 7eſ#s Cbri#t my Saviowr, I would 
doe it with all chearefulneſſe, yea though in the preſence of his pro- 
feſſed enemies. | 
He there faintly bad me Anſwer the Queſtion he had | tm" to 
me. I told him I had done ſo, but that we might not loſe time, I deſi-

red him not to trifle, but to anſwer in five words, and plainly. His ſpirit - 


here it ſeemes began to move him, and while we thought he had been 
about to ſhape ſome Anſwer to the foreſaid Queſtion, he ſlipt into one 


of their ſpeakings, exhorting the people to look only to the lighe, and - 


to Chriſt within them, and not to look forth , telling them they had no 
need of any teacher without , with other ſuch ſtuffe: When he had 
proceeded a little while, I interrupted him, and told him that we came 
not thither to heare a Seducer , and ſach a one we took him'to be,and 
that we are-commanded in the Holy Scripture to beware of falſe 
Prophets , .and to avoid them that are known to be ſuch. Then urg- 
ing him again for the cleering of him ſelf, to let us hear what was his 
faith concerning Chriſt, and firſt for that particular above mentioned, 
concerning Chrift his deity,he utterly refuſed. 


When we ſaw we could not ger a word more from him, we quietly 
departed

departed and left him in the field, wich as many as pleaſed to tay with 
tim. 

The Quakers relation faith th-, people cryed our ſaying, let us heare 
bim , &c. a noo” ous untruch, 'thac any d:d ſpeak fuch a word there 
mentioned, 1avec lume oitheir own tactivn chat did deſire he might go 
on in {us Speech. | 

Their relator ſaith alſo , there conld be no peace , that ſome kept 
cloſe about Nai/-r, to acep him trom the violence of fome th.t came a- 
long with the Prietts, bur chey raged fo, that he aad ſome other friends 
received {tripes, 

Reader, belceve them not , their words are as light as wind and ya- 
nity. All that had the colour ot ay affront offered to Niler was on- 
ly this, and that, a good while atter we were once awav, A young 
man in Orton Pariſh as Nailer was poing down the hill ſer his ſtaffe or 
foot before him. 1I-doe not now remember weli whether, and cauſed 
him to ſtumble, but he fell not; for which A& this poor man was In- 
dited at the Seſſions, and fined 20s. fo ready were the Tultices to 
appeare againſt any that offered the leaſt ſhaddow of violence to 
them. 

Alitle after the Author of char lying relation (.ith. That the raging 
Sodomites waited about the Door to do nuſchief and kept ſhouting 3 
bout the houſe, &c. 

l-Gquiring of this particular ſince, ſome of the Townſmen told me, 
that it 15 crue ; there were ſome little Boyes and Girles that made 
ſom noiſe about the houſe while Nay/er was ſpeaking. Theſe were 
lis raging Sedemires : Upon theſe they alſo bend the bow of their 
tongue, and ſpend theſe words of Gall. 
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Heir Relator ſaith the Prieſts miſſed of their purpoſe at Ortcn. ] He 
intimates we had purpoſes of violence igainſt N1y/er, when we 
met him at (rt a little before : But the ſearcher of hearts knows that 
we never intended no more violence to him, then to our ſelves, and 

thev know alſo as well as we, that we offered none. 
Theerd why any of us defired co ſreak with him was this. Having 
beard much of lis ſequRions ot great numbers 6! people on the hy 
ie 
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fide of the Countrey to their wick-d way, and knowing he h24 no 0- 
ther errand among us, buc to intect he people of our ſeveral Conpre- 
cations with their internal dorines 1n! ty periwade them to deſert 
the preaching of the Word, and all their Ordinances of Chriſt, and 
ro render not onely our (-!ves, but the very calling of the Miniſtery 
baceftul rothem ; We :berefore thought it fit to go to him, and have 
ſome diſcourſe with bim about ſome tundamental points of Religion, 
that if we found him to be erroneous in theſe Principles, we might ex- 
hert the people of our reſpeRive Congregations to beware of ſuch 
falſe Prophets, though they came to them in ſheeps clothing. And 
therein we did nothing but what we tooke our ſelves obliged ro do in 
duty co God whom we ſerve in the Goſpel of his Son, and the ſouls 
of the people related to us. Should we being ſhepheards and overſeers 
of the Hock, ſtand ſtill, look on, and be ſilent, or flie when the Wolfe 
comes and labours.co devour? Should we not rather warn all men un- 
der our charge if it were poſſible day and nighe with tears to beware 
of ſuch impuſtors as are riſen up among us, teaching ſuch Errours as 
have overthrown the ſeeming faith of many, and ſpeaking perverſe 
things tocriw [iſciples after them? 

Iheir relation ſaith further, the next Lords Day after,we prepared 
our Sermons ſuitable to what we intended. 

Weintended with che aſſiſtance of God to do our endeavour, (1nd 
fill while we have a mouth to ſpeak ) to help thoſe to whom we 
preach the Goſpel, as far as in us lay, free trom the contagion of the 
Duakers Errours : and to this our intention, ſome of us did then 
ſuit our Sermons. And blefled be God that hath given to any of us 
ſome.though weak abilitie to ſuit our Sermons to the preſent occaſi- 
ons. Solomon tels us, how pleaſant and profitable a word ſpoken in ſea- 
ſon is, Prov.25-11, 

Their Relation ſa'th further, that we ſaid the Parliament had 0- 
pened a gap for blaſphemy. ] 

I do not believe theſe woros were ever ſpoken by any of us. There 
is one Mr. Dodſon, a Miniſter of Raſſendale, 1 im periwaded an honeſt 
Godly man, that is accuſed to have uttered theſe words on the 24. 
of Ottober, by two of Naylers Profelyres: buc the moſt j.:dicious 
knowing hearers of that Congregacion then preſerit, deny to then beſt 
remembrance that ever any ſuch words were there tp: 1ken And where- 
45 this Relator athrms them to be {poken rhe 5 oi December, he might 
have remembred that true ſaying, ef lier had uerd of 4 good me- 
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The following part of the Relation is a meer heap of lies, as thae 
any of us ſaid,they did God good ſervice that would knock him down, 
isa wicked malitious lie. That we ſtird up the ruder ſort of people, is 
another. That any of us (ollicites Mr, Zx#rton to cometo Malierſtang 
is another uncruch, That the Priefts ſon got him to come, is another 
falſicy. It is well known co thoſe ro whom he is known, that he nei. 
ther hath, nor ever had ſon or daughter. 

That Mr. Burton had been in aRual arms agarnſt the Parliament, is 
another revengeful ly; and an imputation of unfaichfulneſſe to thuſe 
Gentlemen that were of the Committee for ſequeſtration. 

That the multitude was armed, is another horrid fallity,or that any 
was armed, fave chat 2 Gentlemen there had their [words with them, 
which is not unuſual with them when they go abread, 'and 1 Country 
man. And if he brought his (word thicher upon thae occaſion, as not 
ufing to wear one, it was rather for fear ofthe Luakers, then to of- 
fend them. 

That any threatned to knock out his brains againſt the wall, co pull 
down the houſe, that the Prieſts ruſhed in violently and rooke him by 
the throat and baled bim out of door;That there M. Zxrton ſtrook off 
his hat with a pitch-fork, or any body elſe, or that any violence was 
done to him any where, are ſuch notorious falſehoos, as I think the 
Father of Jies himſelf would be aſhamed to forge, ſeeing there are {0 
many ſorts of people that can bear witneffe agair.ſt them, There was 
no Miniſter there but my ſelf, and if Nayler, or any of his lying fol- 
lowers can ſay that I was guilty of the leaſt incivility cowards him, ei» 
ther in word or action, let them not ſpare to charge me with it before 
any authority, I hal) dare the whole Generation of them to doe it ; 
What was done there was not done ina corner, but before many wit» 
neſſes, by whom the Truth may eaſily be madeto appear. 

Reader, 1 will not detain thee with reckoning up all the falſities con» 
tained in thu Relation, onely in gexeral, I beſeech every man fearin 
God that ſhall reade theſe lines, to believe, that there was no one of theſe 
abuſe: offered to Nayler, that are there ſpoken cf in our fight or hearing 
that were there preſent. If When we were abſent any one n/ed any railing 
langmage to Nayler or his followers, according to their own conſtant cu- 
Rome towards others, 1 do not here go about to juſiifie them in that ſin- 
fallpratts/s. 

For the Particulars of our conference there, if the recital of them 
mig! t'enefi the Reader, I would fer them down exactly according 


to Truth, While we were diſcourſing, Nayler was aniwered one = 
On 
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{lion ſor another,and I chiak to his own convition, ſeeing his Rela- 
tion neither mentions thoſe queſtions he propounded, nor my Anſwers 
to them, Iam ſure his mouth was ſtopt then, he had nothing to gain- 
ſay. 
For that particular whic!, he charges me with, that I ſaid, Chri## 
was in heaven with a carnal body, I ſhall reply to it by and by inmy 
relation of the Examination of Nayler, at the Seſſions at Appleby. 

And where he ſaich, his Commitment was ſor Thou-ing Maſter 

Bxrtox, and refuſing to put off his hat to himzit is moſt untrue: 
though his pride and contempt of Authoritie did thereby ſufficiently 
appear. 
M. Burton, as all other inhabitants of theſe parts, had heard much of 
the blaſphemies of theſe wicked (peakers, Fox and Nayler, oc. Of the 
ſeeds of hereſies they had ſowne, the damnable doArines they had 
broached, the diſtraRions and diſturbances they had cauſed in Towns 
and families in other parts of the Country, 2nd of the great number 
of people they had perverted, and lookt upon it (as I have heard him 
ſay.) as neceſſary to give ſome check to the proceedings of theſe men, 
for the preſervation of the publicke peace, This he thoughe to have 
done onely by binding Nailer over tothe Seſfions, where he hoped 
ſome order might be made forthe bridling of the growing inſolencies 
and impieties of this turbulent ſe. But Vayler, refufing co yield obe- 
dience to theLaw in giving ſecurity for his apperance at the next quar- 
ter Seſſions, which were then nigh, occaſioned Mr, Z«rton to write 2 
Mittimmns, and ſend him to Appleby to continue in the Goals cuſtody, 
till che Seſſions ſhould be. 

For Hogils buſineſſe, there were three or foure of their ſpeakers or 
praters rather, in the Market place, all of them ſpeaking together, 
more like mad men then Miniſters of Chriſt, or ſober reachers of the 
Goſpel, and virulently railing againſt choſe that were ſo indeed; and 
this Hogill amongſt them : who afhrmed for his part, that all the Mi- 
niſtersin Eng/and that preach in ſteeple houſes were lyars againſt Je- 
ſus Chriſt. M. B#rtos being then in the Town, ſent for him to re- 
prove him for this language. When he came. in, he behaved himſelf 
very contemptuouſly,& his words were very ſtubborn & peremptory. 
Some preſent told him M, Bzrton was a Magiſtrate,and it was meet he 
ſhould ſhew hinr at leaſt ſome civil reſpeR, as that of putting off the 
hat. Hogl/ denied to do it, M. Burton told him ina friendly manner, 
how far they were degenerated from all Civility and common man. 
 ners, and that for himſelf, he did nor deſire the reſpe& of putting a 
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the hat from him, or any man, (though he knew that ſuch behavioner 
was due cowards a Migiſtrate, as might ſhew ſome reverence and re- 
ſp:&co him, but C1d m1 ch wonder, they were to {uperſtiriouſly ſcru- 
puloug of it, as 11 ic were ſome great (19, Heo!/ repiged, God had nor 
commanded him to pur off ls hat, and that he did not owe him that 
reſpeR, nor would he give it to him, Whereupon one that ſtood by 
took it off and layd it upon the end of the Table by him, Hogi/ took 
his bat and putit on again, Another ſtinding by him took it off a» 
gain, aud laid it inthe fhre within bis zcach, He refuſing to ſave his hat 
himſelf, one that ſtood by preſently took it off the fire, before it had 
received any hurt, and gave «co him,and he wore it according to his 
own mind. Among other peremptory expreſſions he uſed ro Maſter 
Burton, this was one. The Law ( faith he) thou aRecſt by is tyranny 
and oppreſſion. For this and other wicked ſpeeches, M. Burton deſired 
him to find bail among his friends{ many of whom were then in the 
town)for his appearing at the Seſſions then nor far off, which when he 
utterly refuſed to do, he made hm a companion to A apley. 

Where the Relator ſaith, There were 3 large Petitions prepared, 
ſtufc with moſt filthy untruchs and ſlanders, raiſed out of the bottom- 
leſs pir;The Reader may know,that there were indeed 2Petitions then 
preſente4 ro the Juſtices,one of which came from the town of Kendal, 
the other from ſome other parts of the Countrie. Nor will the ſubſcri- 
bers be aſhamed to owne them, being able co make every particular 
good with advantage. 

Bur Idoubt I have already cxzed upon the Patience of my Rea- 
der, and am even weary of raking in this Relation, wherein untruths 
ly as thick as worms in old dunghils. But I am not curious to obſerve 
all the material Errataes in it, 

The Reader may be aſſured of this, that if they had had any thing 
whereof they could have juſtly accuſed vs,we ſhould have heard of it 
in another manner, then eut of Sanls Errant to Damaſcns long before 
this time, and louder complaints would have been made then thoſe of 
this Relator, Bur if they have negleRed hitherto to accule any of us 
in particular of ſuch wrongs as they complain to have bin done in gene- 
ral, why do they not apply themleiyes 0 thole in authority,and charge 
him or them by name that did infer the injury,and prove it by witneſ- 
ſes. that they may bring ſuch to condign puniſhment ? Or if the Ju- 
ſt ces have done them injuſtice, why doe they not Petition to their 
Superiors for remedy ? 

It any man ſhall yet miſtake the commitment of Nayley for perſe- 
cut'on 
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cution, it were g90d, (if he have bin x ſtranger to his ſufferings) he 
were acquainted wich che greareſt hear of :t. It was no more but his 
confinement to the Goalers hvu'e, where he had as good accommoda- 
tion, as I think his own houſe would have afforcet him, or he did de« 
fire, and berter ſurely then he did deſerve: and from whence be is now 
gone well amended both in body, and rayment,and in purſe alſo. tor 
his incomes from the contributions of his Profelytes, as is reported by 
ſome that have reaſon to know were not inconuderable; nur wouid he 
have hal much c uſe to complain, but that he wanted liberty co range 
the Country, if it had kaſted as longs as he had lived.

Briggs then a+ ked bim further, if be did not write a letter to one 
in Lancaſhire, wherein he told bim , that if ke beped to be ſaved by that 
{ brit that died at Jeruſalem he would be deceived: Such a letter Nayler 
did wrete go one Henry Holme,contarning theſe withed words invt : ind 
when he was taxed jor them thowgh he could not deny it, yet he would not 
at firit confeſs them, till Coll. Briggs 4 kr him if he Wonld deny his oWyn 
haxd; To which he replied no, if he might ſee it. Coll. Briggs told bim be 
theught he conld procure the letter : Nayler deſired it might be kept as a 
witneſs apainit him» Coll. Briggs as ked him, what was hu reaſon to uſe 

ſuch a curſed txpreſſion? 

Nayler to feajon it, had this grain of ſalt in readine's, (an ill ſhift is 
berter then none.) If, ſaith he, Icannot witnels Chriſt nearer then fe- 
falems, 1 ſhall have no benefit by him, buc I own noother Chriſt but 
that who witneſſed -2 good confeflion before Pontine Pilate, which 
Chriſt I wicneſſe (uffering in me now. 

There were 2 Petstions preſented to the Juitices, ſnb/cribed by the 
hands of many Gentlemen, Miniſters and others of known integritie and 
boneſtie, occaſioned by the troubleſome inſolent behavio wr of this people ; 
Expecially their groſs diſturbance of whole Congregations in time of pub- 
lick wor ſhip: and becauſe it may be ſome ſatufattion to the Reader 4 ſhall 
bere adjoyn the true Copy of ſome of them which 1 have by me. 
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To the Worſhiptull”, the Juſtices of Peace for this 
Countie of Weitmerland.

Yet /o it 1s that in this Connty, ſeveral perſons, Proſelites of one George 
Fox. and James Nayler, do in the timer of on» »A([emblies ordinarily in 
a way of contempt and/co; n come in amongit u1 with their hats on at 
time of Prayer or Singing, uſe in our Congregations ſome of them vis 
olent ations, in the time of Sermon or P rayer or ſinging, cry out aloud 
with horrible clamours ſlanders,abuſes,reproacbes againſt our Miniſters, 
ro the ſtirring up of woefwll tumults evident diiturbance of the work and 
the turning of the peaceable eAſſemblies of the Church of Chritt into 
the eeofe# roufwſon, 

T hat thetr deport ment 45 ſuch, and with ſo continual violence againſt 
the moſt godly of our CMinijters, in all places, in their travels, inthe 
ſtreets. abuſing them with rayling language, [cornfull behaviour, walks 
ing uſually 1n Markets, with ſuch great numbers together, and ſcarce 
paſſing by any not of their judgement without abuſive words, that it can« 
not but ſhew 111 as no ſmall Symptomes of bad drſignes, ſo no [mall reaſon 
ro /rovide for our ſecurity. 

That it & their great Deſigne to ſtir np the ſpirits of people againit the 
CAiniſtery of England in generall withewnt diſtinftion, [etting ſuch, and 
ſending abroad daily libels and ſlanders againſt the Office, as needleſſe,and 
them, a4, or nnder the names of «Antichrifts, eAntichriſts Merchantr, 
T ithemongers, robbers deceivers, Miniſters of the world, Prieſts, murde» 
rers, (onjurers, Divels, and attempting to make Proclamations in the 
open AM a! hets ro the ſaid effett. 

T hat their main drift us to ingage the people againſt the Miniftery by 
reaſon of T uthes, crying ont with open clamors againſt Tithes as nnlaW- 
fmll, Antichriitian, to the neceſſary overturning of the Lawes to that pur- 
poſe, bringing an Odium wpen the Government, and terding to itir up 
Sedition ix the people, te withdraw their dne obedjence from the Lawes 
and Government of England. 

T hat befides whit other; perbaps may know of the Blafphemies of 
them, we doe plainly ſee and know, that their prattices do exceedingly 
[avonr of Sorcerie, the qnakings, ſwellings, roarings, foamings ; ( Such 
as never we heard of, but ſuch as were poſſeſſed of the Divell) of perſons 
at their meetings, axdefpecially of little children,. givin; a ſad/ _—_

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#f it , and the more by reaſon of the known ſnfjitions upon George Fox, 
to deal with the Devil, before ever be came to 1 in theſe parts. 

| That we knoW the Principles of [ome of their followers are againſt P roe

T hat we are ſenſible what corfnſions, diviſions, tumnlts, and parties

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When this laſt Petition wasread, Mr. { vale was called for and exa- 
mined what diſturbances he had received, or could wicnefle. Hetwld 
the Juftices. he came thicher to beg the States ProteRion, and nor ro 
endeavour the prejudice of any mans per{on, and that the Petitioners 
did challenge proteRtion as their Native right and purchaſed Cue, and 
25 what be knew, was the mind cf the Parliament : and that he de. 
fired no more tor himielfe in this reſpeRt, then he did for thoſe of 
differing judgements, onely craved that we in our teverall Congrega» 
tions, might worſhip God wichour diſturbance and affronts, 

It is known to the whole Bench and preſenc Multicude,that he per- 
ſwaded with the Juſtices, that he might not inſtance in any 91 thete 
pxriicular publicke diſturbances, by naming the perſons, till ckey had 
promiſed to pardon what was paſt ; which was done. Upon which 
Maſter Coale inſtanced in feverall menand women, whoſe uncivil, uns 
chiiſtian, boyſterous carriages in publicke Aſſemblies, and turbulent 
ſpirirsfully ſpeake, what treedome might be expected co be given 
to our Congregations, if they might ſway the Nition according to 
their wills: And chat the ſpirit of Perſecution reſts indeed in cheir 
breſts. what ever ſtrang-neſle they pretend tor, and notwithſtanding 
their untrue complaints of ſufering vt it, 

Ocders being given by thele Gentlemen that chen fate in the Bench 
for the peaceable preaching of the Goſpe!,' M ſter Pear/on asked 
Nayler this queſtion :» How comes it to paſle , ſaich he) tl-at people at 
your meetings, doe fometimes fall inco tuch horrid quakings and 
tremblings ? 

The Scriprures, ſaid Nayler, witneſſe the ſame condition in the 
Suns formerly, as in David, D mnicl, Habakkuk and ochers, 

Maſter (ale replied. that David 21'o tomermes (aith, Hu bones 
0g of joynt and broken, yt notwithhanding, his bones were 
ſound. 

N ayley then inſtanced again, In the trembling of Moſes, and Ha- 
bakkak and Paxl. 

M:ſter Coale cold bim it was trne ; yer he might onde: ſtand that 
in Scriptare, thete words 0 qua ing and trembling were noc alwayes 
taken in a litrerall jenſe, bur did fremifie that trembling of Spi* 
rit and horrour of Corf.tence tha God did bring upon che ſoul in 
the tenſe of (inne and his diſpleiiure, rhe breaking of the bones of 
our comtore, and &:+king of the fouls ſtrong ſt contidences.

N ay ler replyed chat they,” viz.that fel into the quaking firs among 
then.) alio law che Glory 0; God ; bur iaith he, did they, AZoſes and 
Paul, c+c. (ee it with their bodily eyes» 

Yea, (aid Maſter Coule, Moſes did feethe Glory of God, upon 
Mount Sinai with his bodily eves, and not onely he, bur allo the 
whole Hoſt of Iſraell, and detircd chey might not lee that ſight any 


more. 
Nayler ſaid, How then is it ſaid, Who can ſee the Face of God, 


and live f 

Maſter Coale anſwered, True, it js ſo ſaid ; but that Face of God 
which oſes law, is not (poken of, as thar fuil vifion of God, which 
we cannot have till we be changed, bu: of a more extraordinary 
appearance of God in his outward diſcovery of bis Glory. And theie- 
fore when afterwards o/es deſired to ſee Gods Face, be ſhewed him

Being asked again,whether he believed the written Word to be the 
Word of God, he faid, Iknow no ſuch thing. 

Maſter Cox/e told him, That it was true , that Jeſus Chri!! isthe 
Ecernall Word : buc in the ordinary ſenſe, a word is as mnch as the 
Declaration of a mans mind. He asked him therefore, whether he 
beleeved the Scriptures c<1d declare to us the Minde of God, and 
ſo whether that which they deliver to us, is the very minde of 
God ? 


He anſwered, I do believc it. 


Tius is the ſubſtance of all thoſe Paſſages. 


A Nd now good Reader, compare this faichfull Relation, which

ſad as to their perſons, yet wee cannot but looke upon them, 
as Signall Teſtimonies of G O D, againſt their Herefies and Im- 
piettes. 

O that Mzn would receive the Truth of God in the Love there- 


of, that thoſe Glorious Beams of the Erernall Word might raviſh

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the 2FeHions of all that know them : Leaſt otherwiſe ( as is the ſad 
condition of this poore Country ) the Lord doe in bis juſt Judge- 
ment, ſcnd them (ome ſtrong Ocluſions to believe a Lye ; and 
pi\unge their Soules from their Imaginary higheſt Eicvation of Spi- 
ritual] Knowledze , into the loweſt depth of Atheiſticall Heathe- 
niſh or Popiſh darkenefle.
